AND FURTHER that the following is a result of the canvass made and certified by the Board of State Canvassers pursuant to law, showing
the whole number of votes cast at the election for each candidate for President of the United States or each pair of candidates for President
and Vice-President of the United States, the vote for each such candidate or pair being deemed a vote for the Presidential Electors nominated
by the candidate or party pursuant to Election Law Article, Section 8-503, Annotated Code of Maryland.
